floors. 
The palace 
IB altogether Japanese in structure. 
It has sliding walls covered with gold 
leaf, and it is decorated with paintings 
by the old Japanese master«. 
It was 
in this palace the Emperor received 
the foreigners for the lirst time about 
twenty-six years ago. 


The homo of the Mikado at Tokio 
is far diilerent from these old Japan- 
ese palaces in Kioto. 
Ho has a vast 
estate right in the center of the city, 
made up of hill and valley, contain- 
ing lakes and woods and vast one-story 
palaces. 
It is surrounded by three 
moats, some of which are crossed by 
marble bridges, and at all of which 
you find soldiers in modern uniforms. 
These moats are in places from 100 to 
200 feet wide. 
They are filled with 
water, and magnificent lotus flowers 
float upon them on «heet^ of green 
leaves. 


His palaces are now a combination 
of Europe and Japan, 
They cost 
000,000. 
The walls of many of these

one of his own family. 
Ho has to 
marry the daughter of one of the 
court nobles. 
Tho Empress, there- 
fore, is not of royal blood. 
She is the 
daughter of Ichijo Takada. 
She is a 
very bright woman, and waq but eight- 
een year? old at the time she was mar- 
ried, 
This was away back in 18()S, 
when foreign ways had not yet ob^ 
tained in tho empire. 
Her Majesty 
wore at that time Japanese 
clothes, 
and she followed, I am told, the cus- 
tom of shaving off her eyebrows and 
blackening- her teeth. 
Later 
on, 
however, hor Majesty changed 
her 
ideas about this matter, and her eye- 
brows have again grown out and her 
teeth are as white as those oian Amer- 
ican girl. 
She is at the front of all 
movements for the introiluction of the 
Western civilization, especially any 
innovation that promises to bettor tho 
condition, of Japanese women. 
She 
has hospitals and schools, for she is 
one of tho most charitable ofmonarchR. 
She is not fond of society, and she is 
almost as busy a? the Emperor. 
She 
has her own secretaries, and her time 
istaken up with reading, study, recep- 
tions and charitable work. 
She is 
very fond of riding. 


There are a number of ladies con- 
nected with 
the palaces at Tokio, 
who, like many 
wild 
flowers, 
are

to blush 
unseen/* 
though 
they do not "waste their sweetness on 
the deserb air," 
I refer to tho sec- 
öndary wives of the Empuror, 
You 
hear nothing about theso in Tokio, 
for they are kept as much as i'>ossible 
in the background. 
But from time 
immemorial the Emperor has been 
allotted a certain number of secondary 
wives and there are, I am told, twelve 
of these in the palace grounds. 
They 
have establishments of their own, and 
are the daughters of nobles. 
The 
Crown Prince is the son of one of 
them, his mother's name being Mme. 
Yanagiwara. 


The Crown Prince was sixteen year« 
old last öei)tember.

The iî;-rhfcinfç was still in prnfrresa 
when tho Alanicda loft Honolulu on 
Jan. 11, but tho government foroes had 
pT-actically overcome tho revnlutlonists. 
The Associated Press coiTespondont writes 
under date of Jon. 11: 


There were no fresh develnpmonts In 
tho Ihroatftued uprislui? until last Huuday 
afternoon, when tho marshal's detcotives 
brought in nowa for that oiïloo imniedi- 
fttely to summon the cabinet and leading 
officers of the military and Citizens' Guard 
for consultation. In a few minutes after 
their arrival Deputy Marshal Brown and 
ft squad of police, under Cai^taln Parker, 
left for tho beach at Waiklkl, with orders 
to search the proTulses of Henry Bertlo- 
mann, a prominent royalist, for avma and 
ftmmunltlon. 
Just previous to reaching 
the place the posse was joined by Cluirles 
L. Carter, Alfred Carter and J. B. Castle, 
who lived near by, all members of the 
Citizens' Guard. 


On approaching tho house tho deputy 
marshal loft tho squad on the lawn, while 
he entered tho houso, and finding Bertle- 
mann and a strani^e white man there pro- 
ceeded to read his warrant. When half 
way through shots were heard from tlie 
roar of the liouso. 
The oliicers asked 
quickly: "What does that mean?" 


•Bcrtlemann replied: "I know nothing 
about it. Th'^re are no arms here." 


Brown rush.»d over to join his squad just 
as Charles Carter ahoutod: "There tliey 
are under the boatshed," and pointing to 
ft shed in the rear of tho lot, and rushing 
forward, followed by his cousin, Castle, 
Änd the others. At that instant a volley 
was ilred by a crowd of ntitives under tlio 
shod, and Charles Carter and Lieulenant 
llr)li fell, woufided. Tho police charged 
and drove the luvtives out on the beach, 
wlieu the latt^*r reti'cato.l to tho brush, 
kcoping up a desultory firing. As the 
police only numhered eight, and there 
-'-vtu'e three or fuiir times as many natives, 
they returned to the iiouse, talciniç with 
them three of th^ rebels whom they had 
captured in the nioleo, during which some 
isLxty shots were 
fired. 
Taking 
tho 
wounded men in and first caring for them 
lis well as possible, they searched tho 
prisoners, placing Bcrtlemann under ar- 
rest. The prisoners wore all heavily armed. 


By this timo the rebels regained their 
coiu'ago and surrounded the house, firing 
Into it repeatedly. 
Leaving ono man to 
guard the prisoners the olUtiers returned 
the fixe, but wlthouv • ffect, as their assail- 
ants could nob be seen. 


Kealiziug that tjelr case waT desperate 
It was resolved that Brown and Parker 
should mako a dash for their hc'^es, whicli 
•wore tied ne.j; tu.» iioiiso. This was dcme 
with 8ucces^î an- 
wore soon at tlio

Aa soon as thiy 
came witl/.n shouting distance of tho 
sceno of noolon the jiinives ili^nl a parting 
volley and lied, Aiirdd Carter and Dr. 
Walters canae up at thl.n time and were 
qulekly followed by ochers. Charh's Car- 


received the jnudlcal attonilon he so 
much noed d, but ills wounds were so 
serious that he died early tho nc^t morn- 
ing. Hull's wound was through 
tho 
breast, but not nucL.wîarily fata.. 


At dayli'^iiD a force oi natives attacked 
the guard li n Diaiuoud hill, the latter 
L^lng forcid to retire. 
bhortly 
after 
twenty-five move reguUu'S arrived, malting 
the government force llfty, while tiie roy- 
alists numlj '^-d guO. President Murray, 
of tho Citi/'^us' Guard, 
started 
with 
twenty-five to attaelt tho royalists from 
the rear, but they were fired upon from 
ambush and forced to retreat. 


As soon as it was known Ux Honolulu, 
on Sunday afternoon, that there was 
amed residtance to tho government four 
companies of militia were sent to the 
«cone. On Monday martial law was de- 
clared, and at Ü o'clock un that day tho 
governmenii troops surrounded the rebel» 
and routed them, killing sevoral and tak- 
ing Boven pribonors. Prom them it was 
learned that tiie lead.-îrs of tlie rebels wero 
bani Nowlln, formai* i- >i»iJjLol of the queen's 
bouhöhold guard, and J-fubert Wilcox, who 
was tue leader of tho revolution in lbb7, 
tliQ other promiu'Mit ones 
bt'ing half 
whites, iorjnerly in tho service of the 
ijueen. After the iir.st surrender natives 
camo dropping Into the government campt« 
in bunches until thore were soon more 
prlöonerfj than troupa. 


DuJ'ing thd day a largo number of prom* 
Incnt royalists were arrested, Including 
the editor of Tiie Holomua, whicJi paper 
was suspended, the biiiijieyö manager bft- 
ing Rince arre.sted. I'p to 4 p m. on Tues- 
day thirty-four of Honolulu's iM'omlncnt 
royalists, not iucludiag natives, wero un- 
der arrobt. 


At midnight the remaining rebels wero 
being pursued in evi;ry diroetion by email 
jsquudb of pollue tho troops returning to 
tut) bttrraekii durlnf^tho night, their cloth-» 
ing torn and their dilapidated appearanco 
showing tlio effects of their luu'd trip. 


Wiluux, the leader of tho revolt, is still 
Ht large, with only thirty followers.
